Hubert ll. Humphrey and Ed­ 
mund S. Muskie, criss-crossing 
Florida in the last full day of 
campaigning,

George C. Wallace 
Tuesday in the nation’s second 
1972 presidential prim ary. 
Wallace, 
however, 
predicts 
he’ll top the 11-man Democratic 
field and says he has an ex­ 
cellent chance of capturing a 
majority of the state’s 81 dele­ 
gates to the Democratic Nation­ 
al Convention. 
Sen. Henry 
M. Jackson of 
Washington,

m ajor test of his 
presidential candidacy, says he 
has a good chance of pulling 


ahead of Muskie and Humphrey 
and finishing second. 
And New York Mayor John

Lindsay, 
appearing

which all of the other candi­ 
dates pulled out. predicted “the 
voters of Florida may surprise

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Russian navy is reported build­ 
ing a major new class of cruis­ 
er, at least the ninth new type 
of 
long range 
Soviet 
surface 
warship to appear in about a 
dozen years. 
Details are skimpy, but in­ 
telligence reports indicate the 
new cruiser will displace about 
9,000 tons. It probably will be 
armed with advanced antiair­ 
craft 
and antiship 
missiles, 
U.S. sources say. 
The 
cruiser is under con­ 
struction at the huge Nikolayev 
shipyard 
on 
the

Sea 
where the Russians also are 
building 
a huge 
new 
vessel 
which could be an aircraft car­ 
rier. 
Top U.S. defense officials told 
Congress recently that the Rus­ 
sians have 
greatly 
expanded 
their naval shipbuilding Capac 
ity, and predicted that modern 
ization of the Russian surface 
fleet wiU accelerate during the 
next five years. 
"During this period, we be 
lieve the Soviets will add many 
new ships to their fleet, in­ 
cluding missile-armed cruisers 
destroyers, and helicopter anti 
submarine-wa rf are ships," said 
Adm. Thomas H. Moorer. 
Moorer, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, forecast 
that by mid-1977 almost half of 
Russia’s surface warships will 
be bristling with missiles.

Russians

added 63 new ships over the

strength of their surface fleet 
to 215 major combat vessels.

end while airports and airlines 
stepped up m easures to combat 
bomb threats. 
“ It looks like the trouble may

FAA 
spokesman said. 
By 6 p m. EST Friday the 
FAA had registered about 20 
telephone threats of bombings 
or hijackings around the nation 
for the 
day. This 
compared 
with 48 on Thursday, 24 on 
Wednesday, and eight on Tues­ 
day. 
Most were clearly hoaxes, the 
FAA said, but all were checked 
out in the interest of public 
safety. 
The threats followed three in­ 
cidents earlier in the week in 
which explosives actually were 
placed on aircraft. Two devices 
were 
recovered 
before 
ex­ 
ploding, 
but 
the 
other 
deto­ 
nated, 
badly 
damaging 
a 
parked jetliner at Las Vegas, 
Nev. 
Transportation 
Secretary 
John A. Volpe prepared for a 
session next week to discuss 
stricter air security measures 
with Cabinet members. 
Volpe conferred with airline 
executives Friday before leav­ 
ing for a weekend speaking en­ 
gagement in Mexico City.

“ While imports from both J a ­ 
pan and the EEC (European 
Economic Community) declined 
about 22 per cent from a year 
earlier in 1972’s first month, 
those from other countries rose 
nine per cent,” the magazine 
said. 


One bright spot in the steel 
picture,

said, 
was the abandonment of for­ 
eign importers of the produc­ 
tion of low-priced Class C steel 
sheet used by automakers. 
The magazine also noted that 
automakers have made increas­ 
ing rush orders to fill inventory , 
gaps and that demand “ from 
the appliance industry contin­ 
ues good” . 


Industry Week estim ated raw 
steel production from domestic 
mills at 2,510,000 net tons in the 
week ended 
March ll, com­ 
pared with 2,487,000 tons the 
previous week. 
Industry Week’s price com­ 
posite on No. I heavy melting 
steelmaking scrap continues to 
rise. It stood at $36 per gross 
ton last week, up from $35.67 
the previous week.

Sudan Emerges 


Sudan is a country which rarely suc­ 
ceeds in vying for world attention with 
other lands where conflicts of varying 
origins 
and 
intensities 
have 
raged 
through recent history. Yet the Sudan­ 
ese people m ay be setting an example 
for many ethers. 
During each of the 16 years since 
independence in 1156, Sudan has been 
at war with itself. It has not been a 
series of minor skirmishes. Estimates 
of the loss of life between the northern 
Moslems and the southern tribesmen 
range up to half a million persons. 
Tile devastation to a country with 


potentially rich resources has been 
great. It may be possible now for those 
resources to be developed. 
I-resident 
Gafaar 
al-Nimeirv 
has 
reached an agreem ent with the rebels 
under which the southern provinces 
would gain greater autonomy while 
working with the majority from the 
north toward greater national unity. 
lf the accord holds, Sudan's decade 
and a half of self-destruction may be 
O'er. Time will tell. The emergence 
of a desire by both parties to put an 
end to the costly insanity is a promising 
si en.

M issionary Sisters of O ur Lady 
of the Holy R osary a t age 23 
w ithout taking her final vows 
she was frightened of getting

She had, however, attended 
Rosem ont College for one y ear 
while in the convent, and was 
able to get a scholarship to 
Bryn M awr after she left. She 
graduated sum m a cum laude 
with honors in philosophy.

the world is like,” she said on 
a visit to New York for the 
publication 
of

book 
she 
wrote about her life as a nun, 
“ Out of the Curtained W orld.” 
“ When I first left, I stayed 
with a fam ily that had five 
children and I was supposed to 
take care of them for room and 
board,” she relates. “ T hat was 
dem anding enough, but com ing 
out of the convent I was so 
accustom ed to quiet and routine 
I couldn’t handle it. So I w ent 
to live with a different fam ily 
and got room and board for 
doing housework. 
“ I had no idea al all of the 
value of m oney,” she goes on. 
“ I had to borrow $500 and it 
was really fnghtening. .And I 
had forgotten how to m ake light 
conversation. At the convent we 
had silence during m eals, and 
on 
the occasions when 
per­ 
mission was given to speak it 
just seem ed im possible to talk 
and eat at the sam e tim e.”

Henderson m et her husband Bill
